down to 1 of gravel or chips, 1 of sand, 1 of soil over 
a layer of gravel, or merely a sub-layer of gravel 
under the average garden soil where such soil is not 
too rich and moisture retentive. 


Whatever formula is employed, the desideratum 
is drainage such that water will not stand in or on 
the rooting medium during prolonged wet periods. 
A further aid in keeping crowns and woolly leaves 
of certain dry plains plants relatively dry is a sur- 
facing of hard stone chips.
